The Bclirlnff's Sen Question. 

New Vuiik, Aug. 14. — Right Honorable 
Joseph Chamberlain, M.P., arrived yester- 
day on the 'Teutonic, accompanied by his 
wife, son and daughter.

The other is whether 
Behrillg'a -sea should be considered a closed 
sea. Ho thought it sheer nonsense for any 
government to ask to have a sea with an en- 
trance 200 miles in width acknowledged as 
a closed sea. His government would not 
make such a concession, but he did not be- 
lieve that this would cause a rupture of the 
friendly relations existing between the two 
countries. 

Murilereil by Arab*. 

New York, Aug. 14. — The World says : 
Word was received in this city yesterday 
(Wednesday) of the death of F. M. dates, 
10. Kingman ami John (!. Jaderquist, Pres- 
byterian missionaries in Soudan. They were 
murdered by Arab's, but. no details beyond 
the simple announcement of their tragic 
end have reached America by cablegram. 
(Jates came from Plainlicld, X. .1., on May 
13th of this year. They met seven other 
missionaries in New York, all bound for the 
Soudan, that wihl African country where 
England has recently waged such fierce war 
with the natives. Among the party were 
10. Kingman ami John G. Jaderquist, Roy 
Cotlditigton, Warren G, Harris, F. M. 
(jutes, Mrs. 10. Kingman, Miss Jennie Dick 
and James Trice. All these missionaries 
were young and full of enterprise. They 
were not sent by any church or mission. 
Seven of the party were sent on from the 
West by various Christian societies. 

Bl D.oolts Suspicions.

IHsiriistcd Willi Morinoiilsni. 

New York, Aug. 14.-— Among the im- 
migrants who arrived on the steamship 
Wisconsin Wednesday were 80 Mormon im- 
migrants, the greater portion of whom came 
from England. They were allowed to land 
and, with one exception, all started for 
Utah last evening. The exception is a 
young woman from Nottingham named 
EHza (lee, who hud started to join her 
father, who went to Utah some years ago. 
She had intended embracing tho iMorman 
faith, but in the course of the voyage be- 
came dissatisfied with the teachings of 
those around her. At the barge otlice she 
said that she didn't cure to go to Utah, but 
preferred to return to her grandmother in 
England.

A MICHIGAN CENTRAL CRASH. 

The Usual Blunder, an Open Switch, Cause* 
Loss of Life anil Much Damuge. 

BATTLE Creek, Mich., Aug. 15.— As the 
east-bound North Shore limited, express, 
on tho Michigan Central ruilroud, was pass- 
ing Augustu, a small town nine miles west 
of here, at 3 o'clock this afternoon, it ran 
into a standing freight train while going at 
full speed and crashed through the depot 
building, completely demolishing it. Tho 
express engine exploded, blowing the fireman 
literally to pieces and killing tho 
engineer, Charles Roberts. One brukeman 
is missing, and it is thought that ho is 
buried in tho debris. The many occupants 
of the forward coaches were seriously 
shaken up, and others more or less injured. 
Physicians were summoned from this city. 
The limited was not scheduled to stop at 
Augusta, having the right of way, and was 
running at a speed of about 50 miles an 
hour. The freight train was waiting on u 
siding for the express to puss. For some 
unaccountable reason a switch ut the spur 
was left turned on to main track, and the 
usual result ensued. Eight cars were tossed 
into the uir, and the engine plowed through 
the debris finally crashing into tho depot. 
Engineer Charles MoRoberts was blown 
20 feet into the uir, und his mangled re- 
mains were picked up some dis- 
tance off. Of the passengers, 
only nine were injured seriously. 
Both the engineer and fireman lived in 
Jackson, Michigan. Of the express train 
the baggage car and two sleepers were de- 
molished, and how the occupants escaped is 
a miracle. A little boy named Clarence 
Cassidy, who was playing near the depot 
was stiuck by a piece of iron from tho 
engine und was probably fatally injured. 
The ollieiuls have little to say on tho sub- 
ject and us usual made every effort to be- 
little the uccident. It was nt first supposed 
that seventeen people were killed, but 
latest reports confirm fucts herein stated.

The Miners Charged with Intimida- 
dation Committed for Trial at 
the Next Assizes. 



The Accused Promise to Desist from 
Further Demonstrations— Bail 
Allowed. 



I From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Nanai.mo, Aug. 15.— Tho trial of the 
striking miners, for intimidation, was pro- 
ceeded with this afternoon, commencing at 
one o'clock, The court-room was crowded 
with anxious hearers, a few wives of the 
miners being present. Judge Harrison pre- 
sided. 

Mr. Pooley, Q.C. , appeared for tho pro- 
secution, and Hon. A. N. Richards and Mr. 
J. Campbell, of Vancouver, appeared for 
the defence. 

An interpreter wus appointed by his 
Honor. 

W. F. Lindsay testified that bo drow up 
the plan of part of the Dunsmuir ostato, 
produced, describing the different locutions 
around the mine. 

Mr. Bryden, manager of the Wellington 
mines, was next called. He said : I know 
the defendants. The strike began on May 
17th, and is still in progress. Defendants 
have not worked since. Mr. Bryden's evi- 
dence went on to show that he considered 
the strikers were boisterous, and that ho 
feared trouble and annoyance. 

The special officers, .Stephenson and 
Bloomfield, gave similar evidence to the 
fact that they considered the condition of 
affairs sufficient to wurrant sending for as- 
sistance to maintain order. 

After recess, counsel for the defence ad- 
dressed the Judge, stating be did not intend 
placing anyone in the witness box, and that 
lie did not consider sufficient evidence had 
been produced to convict. His Honor then 
briefly addressed the accused, and gave 
them a severe reprimand for persisting in 
their endeavors to intimidate the mon who 
had gone to work, and ulso the proprietors 
of the mine. 

Counsel for the defence stated, on behalf 
of the accused, that they did not intend 
marching in, on or about the promises of tho 
mine owners any more. 
■ His Honor called upon each of thu six 
men to state in open court that they would 
desist in their demonstrations. Each man 
in turn complied with this request. 
Defendants were then committed for trial 
nt the next assizes, bail being fixed at $250 
etich und two securities at $125 each. 

A procession paraded tho streets of Na- 
nuiino this afternoon, displaying banners 
and mottoes similar as on previous days. 
One large banner was borne by two wives 
of the striking miners. The procession wua 
principally composed of Belgians. When 
opposite the Freo Press ollico they halted, 
and gave three cheers.

Wliitrcap Outrages. 

Santa Fe, N. M., Aug. 15— San Miguel 
county whiteuaps are still committing de- 
predations about Las Vegas and vicinity, 
cutting fences, intimidating seteleis, etc., 
and the governor ia determined to take de- 
risive steps and call out the militia should 
the sherifr fail to act, after the leaders of 
the gang shall have been identified. The 
difficulty now is that no one in the com- 
munity has had the courage to identify the 
parties and swear oat warrants for thoir 
arrest. The report from Washington that 
the governor has asked for regular troops 
to suppress this gang is incorrect. Governor 
Prince several days ago made the suggestion 
to the secretary of the interior that it might 
have a good effect on the marauders if a 
company of soldiers from Fort Union were 
allowed to go to their summer practice and 
march thiough that country, but it was not 
intended or expected that they should take 
part in quelling the disturbances. The 
Governor says he feels that the county and 
territorial authorities are quite sufficient to 
preserve order, and us soon as the leaders 
can he identified they will be arrested and 
prosecuted to the full extent of the law. 

Wandered lo Her Death. 

VlSALIA, Cal., Aug. If). — Between 9 and 
10 last night the fire bells rang out an alarm 
for a lost child. Hundreds of citizens 
turned out with lanterns and carried on the 
search nil night unsuccessfully. This morn- 
ing the body was found in the mill creek. 
The child was the two-year-old daughter of 
Tony Rider. 

A Charge or Arson. 

FRKSNO, Cal., Aug. 15.— Charles Packard 
■was arrested to-day on a charge of arson. 
The family residence of Packard was 
mysteriously burned about six weeks ago, 
and he is accused of setting lire to it. His 
wife, who is divorced, accused him of com- 
mitting the act in order to spite her. Pack- 
ard is a well-to-do expressman and gave bail 
in the sum of §5,00(1 for his appearance. 

The Iron Holders' Strike. 

San Francisco, Aug. 15.— The striking 
iron molders dispatched eight of the men 
they captured out of a lot of eastern mold- 
ers, which arrived here Tuesday, on the 
overland train for the east yesterday. Two 
of the captives proved to be deep water 
sailors, and shipped yesterday on a vessel 
hound for China. A number of the strikers 
accompanied the eastern men for the pur- 
pose ot locating in the different cities where 
the manufacturers have recruiting stations, 
so as to defeat in future every effort of the 
foundrymen to find competent molders for 
their San Francisco shops. 

A Vixit or inspection, 

Pohtla.ni>, Aug. 14.— Vice-President AY*. 
H. Holcomb, of the Union Pacific, who has 
been in this section for nearly two weeks, 
returned last night from the seaside. The 
principal object of his visit was to inspect 
work on the Seattle branch and to consult 
with engineers in regard to plans and pre- 
paiations for construction of the Vancouver 
bridge, across the Columbia. Ho is much 
pleased with the fine condition of the lines 
•and the prosperous condition of the country 
along them and the magnificent crops now 
being harvested. He expects that the El- 
gin branch will be opened for traffic in a 
few weeks. Work will be pushed on the 
Sound branch, and Mr. Holcomb thinks its 
completion will le of benefit, to both Port- 
land and the Sound country. The pros- 
pects for business on all lines of the Union 
Pacific in this region this fall he considers 
very encouraging. Mr. Holcomb and party 
left to night for the Sound, and will make 
an extended tour of that section before re- 
turning East. 

Freight Truln Wrecked nt Spokane. 

Spokane Falls, Aug. 14.— A Northern 
Pacific freight train was ditched in the east 
end of the city, near the exposition grounds, 
this evening, demolishing the engine and 
wrecking five cars. The train crew saved 
themselves by jumping. The accident was 
due to a large rock which had been thrown 
on the track by u blast. The east and west 
bound trains are both detained here, await- 
ing the clearing away of the wreck. 

Cruiser Sim Francisco Taken n spin. 

San Francisco, Aug. 14. — The cruiser 
San Francisco cruised around the bay all 
day to-day and did some good work. With 
ninety-three revolutions per minute she 
made fifteen and a half knots, and with 100 
revolutions made sixteen and three-quarter 
knots. Everything went smoothly, and 
there was no heating of the machinery. 
Kaval officers on hoard were greatly pleased 
and seemed to think she will exceed the 
limit of speed required. The official trial 
trip will probably not occur before the lat- 
ter part of next week. 

Extension or rorllainl Cable Road. 

Portland, Aug. 14. — A callod meeting 
of the Portland C.iblc Railroad Company 
was held to-day to consider the advisability 
of increasing the capital stock of the com- 
pany and extending the road somo two 
miles to the summit of Fun-mount, the 
highest point in this vicinity, commanding 
a view of the Columbia river for 100 miles, 
and of the Willamette valley from the Cas- 
cades to the Coast range. Reports of the 
officers of the road were considered very 
satisfactory, and it was unanimously decided 
to increase the capital stock from §.'100,000 
to {500,000. The work of surveying the 
route and procuring material will begin at 
once. 

Natural Cos at Hauln llnrbnrn. 

Santa Barbara, Cal. Aug. 14.— An 
enormous flow of natural gas was struck 
this morning at Summerl mil, a suburb of 
Santa Barbara. About three mouths ago a 
two-inch well put down for sulphur water 
struck a strong flow of gas, which has since 
been used for lighting and domestic pur- 
poses in Summerland. About three weeks 
ago a syndicate of Santa Barbara and San 
Luis Obispo capitalists leased the property 
and commenced to put down a tun-inch 
pipe, (jus in considerable quantities was 
Struck at twenty-eight and thirty-four feet, 
and this morning, at a depth of forty-nine 
feet, the drill struck a regular gusher. The 
pressure is so great aa to be heard for 
blocks, and the pressure is so heavy that it 
can not be capped. Experts estimate the 
itaily flow to be at least 3,000,000 cubic 
feet. 



REVELSTOKE CAMP. 

"formation of a Minors' Association— A Cen- 
tral Organisation Contemplated. 

An association has recently been formed, 
called "The Miners' Association of British 
Columbia — Revelstoke camp." Its object, 
according to the constitution, is "the union 
of miners and all interested directly in min- 
ing operations, for the purpose of promot- 
ing and encouraging the mining interests in 
British Columbia, and to advise with the 
governing powers regarding all legislation 
affecting the same. " The officers who have 
been elected are : President, Dr. Camp- 
bell ; vice-president, W. A. Jowett ; secre- 
tary, T. L. Haig ; treasurer, J. W. Vail ; 
executive committee, Messrs. James M. 
Kellie, Win. McKouzie, W. M. Brown, F. 
Roeser, E. Goodwin, W. Taylor and J. F. 
Hume. 

The address of the Executive committee 
sets forth that the government and the re- 
presentatives of the people do not sufficient- 
ly understand the requirements of the min- 
ing sections, on which account in order to 
" efficiently protect themselves against op- 
pressive legislation ; to secure their freedom 
from hampering restrictions in the railway 
belt, and to encourage the different mining 
camps or districts by judicious enactments 
and needful appropriations, it has become 
imperative that all interested in mining in 
the province should combine for the purpose 
of effecting a united organization." The 
annual meeting of the association will be 
held at Revelstoke on the second Monday in 
April. 

WASHINGTON RAILWAYS. 

Canadian Pacific Cars to bo in Seattle by 
December— The Race to Cray's Harbor. 

(.Seattle Post-Intelligencer.) 
A special train of the Northern Pacific 
railway arrived in the city yesterday after- 
noon, bringing G. W. Dickinson, assistant 
general superintendent; ,1. L. Horner, super- 
intendent of the Pacific division; and W. 
H. Brimson, the new assistant superintend- 
ent of the Pacific division. They aie on a 
tour of the road, Mr. Dickinson having come 
direct from St. Paul. The party left for 
Taconin last evening and go thence to Port- 
land. From Portland they will gradually 
work their way Eastward. Mr. Dickinson 
spoke highly of the condition of the road, 
and was much impressed with the prosperity 
and size of Seattle. He said that the im- 
proved sleeping car accommodation would 
be put on as soon as it could be done, and 
that he had recommended the change a year 
ago. 

The Chohalis correspondent of the Post 
Intelligencer telegraphs : Engineer Kryle, 
with a large gang of surveyors anil their 
camp outfits, arrived at Chohalis by the 
north-bound train lasu evening, having 
come straight through from South Bend. 
They have finished their work at that end, 
and there is now only one camp of engineers 
left over there, to cross-section about ten 
miles out from South Bend. All the rest of 
the work will bo done from the Chebalia 
end. This move is being made on account 
of the heavy expense ami difficulty of gett- 
ing men. The two camps of engineers, who 
came in last night, are to he started right 
oil' surveying the route east to North 
Yakima. The town is full of railroad men, 
and a constant stream of them may be seen 
coming and going between here and the two 
camps. The Northern Pacific has a camp 
of from 150 to 175 men on the other side of 
the Chehalis river, about four miles from 
here. They arc working their grade both 
ways from camp. Contractor Webster 
reports that they arc putting on from 
twenty to thirty more men daily, and 
every one who comes along can get 
nil the work he wants to do. He reports 
that they have about 300 Chinamen 
at the South Bend end of the line, and a 
few ivhite men. There are no celestials at 
this end, excepting a few cooks. The 
Union Pacific gi .ders are at work about one 
and a half miles southwest from town, work- 
ing from here to Winlook. They are push- 
ing things vigorously, working all day 
Sunday and late into the night. Their 
grade, when it crosses the Northern Pacific 
to South Bend, is eight feet high while the 
Northern is only three feet. Both sides 
disclaim any fight over the matter. The 
outcome is awaited with much interest. 
The right-of-way agent for the Union 
Pacific reportH that he has secured the right- 
of-way on his division, between Chehalis 
and Wiulock, with very fuw exceptions, on 
terms very agreeable to tho railway com- 
pany and the owners. They have us a rule 
a right-of-way 100 feet wide through the 
country, and in Chehalis from Park to 
Lafayette .streets, a distance of L',000 feet, 
they have depot grounds '200 feet wide. 
The right-of-way in Chehalis cuts through 
some ot the most valuable lots in the town, 
and about fifteen houses will have to be 
moved. It also passes through Jenkin's 
iron foundry ami machine shops. 'The coot 
of moving this establishment alone will not 
be less than §2,(100. 

The Nootsack City correspondent of the 
Post-Intelligencer telegraph- ; An informal 
consultation was held at this place yester- 
day by the following named railway offi- 
cials; U. B. Walker, division engineer in 
charge of the Eraser river bridge) A. C. 
(been, division engineer in charge of con- 
struction from the Eraser river south to the 
boundary, and I). McUilvray, contractor of j 
the above line, of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way, and R. H. Tftlcott, chief engineer, and j 
Edwin Hall Warner, principal assistant en- ' 
giuecr of the Seattle, Lake -Shore & Eastern ! 
railway. Your correspondent was informed 
that the work on the bridge at Mission was 
progressing in a satisfactory manner, and | 
that undoubtedly Seattle would be linked 
by rail with Mission by December. The 
Skagit river bridge will lie finished by Sep- | 
telpher '20, by which time the line as far | 
north as the south fork of the Nootsack 
will be completed and trains run to that 
point. Further advancement will follow 
completion of bridge work over the Noot- 
sack, and, aa above stated, the entire line 
lo Mission will be ready for operation by 
December. The continuous dry weather 
during the past six weeks baa favored con- 
struction, and work has been pushed vigor- 
ously all along the line. The contract for 
building the depot at Nootsack is to be let 
during the week, construction to follow im- 
mediately.

THE BISLEY MEETING. 



Sei'Kt. Bates Wins the Queen's Prize 
-The Kolapore Cup Captured by 
the Mother Country. 



The Elcho' Shield Goes to Ireland 
Alter a Keen Contest, England 
Securing; Second Place. 

Latu English papers furnish full ac- 
counts of the hisley Rillu Meeting. Fol- 
lowing ;iro tlie winners of the principal 
matches : 

The Wimbledon Cup, range 1,100 
yards, restricted to winners of first prizes 
of £10 and upwards, was carried off by 
Capt. Freemantle, 1st Bucks, whose score 
sliowed one outer, two magpies, two iu- 
ners and 10 bulls — to:al out of a pos- 
sible 75. 

The Queen's Prize, the "blue riband" 
of the annual meeting, was carried off by 
Sergt. Bates, of the 1st W k, with a 
grand total of '278 points. The winner 
wa8 carried to the council tent on the 
shoulders of his friends, the Duke of 
Cambridge presenting him with the gold 
medal. The prize also carried witli it a 
gold badge and £'1250. 

The Kolapore Cup was won by the 
Mother Country for the fifteenth time, 
Sorgt. Bates making the highest indi- 
vidual score — 08 points. The full score 
of England was 704, 17 points above the 
winning score of Canada last year. The 
other scores were : Canada, 670; Guern- 
sey, 052 ; Jersey, M'2 ; and the Cape, 
630, 

The contest for the Elclio Shield was 
ono of tlie most interesting of the meet- 
ing. The competition is lired for with 
match rides in any position, 15 shots at 
800, 900 and 1,000 yards. At the close of 
the shooting at the first range it was 
found that Scotland led with 
54!), England and Ireland hav- 
ing 548 and 639 points respectively. 
This lead, however, was not maintained, 
and the Scotch laddies had to give way to 
the boys from the sister isle at the 900- 
lyard range, who took tile lead with 500 ; 
( Scotland 10 points less, and England with 
54S points. At the 1,000-yard range ire- 
laud kept the lead, and finished for 547 
points, Scotland for 536, and England 
520. Upon totalling up the score of each 
team. it was found that Ireland had won 
the Elcho Shield with a grand total of 
1,(547 [joints, England made 1,036 and 
Scotland, notwithstanding a miss and a 
shot mi the wrong target, was only one 
point less — 1,635. 

THE QUEEN'S PRIZEMAN. 

Sergt. Bates, the Queen's prizeman, is 
a well-known shot in his county, having 
taken the county medal live years m suc- 
cession. He has been a volunteer for 
about 10 years, and on more than one 
occasion has done well at Wimbledon. lie 
is the possessor of fifty-three badges, all 
won in rillu competitions. This was the 
seventh year he competed for the prize 
which he has now >v n. ile is by trade 
a jeweller, but of late years, since his 
shooting reputation had become establish- 
ed, ho has been so much sought after 
to prove rifles that ho has gradually 
adopted it as his profession. He strongly 
approves of rifle shooting as a healthy 
exercise for young men. 

The Bisley meeting upon the whole is 
declared to have been « success. The 
distance from London was useful in keep- 
ing rowdyism away, ami many of the bust 
shots were quite contented with the 
change from Wimbledon.

The claim of foul be made was ridiculous,

.show in his country, Stansbury aerood to 
row the race over. Tin.' claim of foul was 
nothing but a Scheme ol O'Connor and bis 

liaokor to catch as many ' suckers ' us they 
could, and in the second tin e they captured 
a lew dollars by betting on Stansbury. You 
understand that they didn't bet it openly, 
but bud agents out taking up any O'Connor . 
money that could lie found. This is not 1 
known on this side of the world, 1 believe. 

"O'Connor made himsolf unpopular in 
Australia in less than two weeks' time by 



bis bulldozing manners and insinuations that 
tho Australians were afraid to put up their 
money on their crack oarsman, but he final- 
ly got called for all he could ' stuck up.' Of 
course you know bow the second race came 
out. Stansbury won with ridiculous ease 
by ten lengths. Now the Australian sports 
pass O'Connor on the streets without notic- 
ing him. 1 think either Kemp, Beach, Mat- 
terson or McLean can give O'Connor a handi- 
cap of three or four boat lengths in a three- 
mile race." 

"How do the best sporting clubs over 
there compare with ours !" was asked. 

" Not at all," answered the traveler. 
" The Sydney Athletio Giub is the best ath- 
letic organization in the colonies, but it is 
several years behind the times still, not- 
withstanding the reports of the elegance of 
its appointments and the purses put up for 
pugilists. Business is carried on in a rather 
dilapidated and ancient building formerly 
known as the Masonic Temple. The whole 
affair is not quite as large as the California 
Club's gymnasium. The room is on the 
ground floor, dimly lighted, and there isoue 
small gallery, capable of holding two or 
three hundred persons, in addition to the 
seats arranged on all sides of the ring, in a 
dingy old cellar arc the dressing and bnth 
rooms.

One mild sport merely said: ' Best our 
Petah ! My deah boy, impawsible. Cawn't 
do it in a fortnight, blind mc if e can.' 

" 1 saw the recent fight between .Juke 
Goddard and Mick DooTey in the Sydney 
club. Outside of Jackson and Siaviu, 
these are the best heavy weighs in Austra- 
lia. Goddard weighed nearly thirty pounds 
more than his opponent, and the club put 
up a £'200 purse, the largest amount ever 
offered by an Australian sporting organiza- 
tion, for the battle. After being intro- 
duced and shaking hands, time for the bat- 
tle was announced by boating on an im- 
mense gong, in some respects like the 
instruments of torture used to announce 
dinner at country hotels. At the first 
stroke the contestants darted for their cor- 
ners . a couple of well-trained bull ter- 
riers .....i went at each other hummer-and- 
tongs, with little or no regard for science, 
and struck out with both hands, 

" Dooley was much quicker than (lod- 
dard and very shifty on Ids feet. He broke 
both bauds on Jake, and then the latter 
went in and won in the twenty-first round. 
At the end of each three minutes' lighting 
the referee, who remains outside the ring, 
calls 'corners! corners !' Sometimes one 
man hears it and tho other don't, and the . 
result is very liable to be disastrous to the 
| man who does hear the referee's cries. 1 
i understand, however, that a clock similar 
to the one used by the San Francisco clubs 
has been sent for. 

" Larry Foley, ex-champion lightweight 
of the world, who brought out Jackson, 
j Billy Murphy, the McCarthys and scores of 
' other good fighters, have retired to private 
life rich, but not beloved either by the men 
who made his fortune for him or the sport- 
ing public, who pronounce him a 'wolf.' 
By that 1 mean that men would be engaged 
verbally to spar at his place for JL'o, and 
when the battle wus over ho would tell the 
winner to take ,C1 or nothing, llis eclo- 
hutted has been torn down, and nothing 
now remains to remind one of the spot 
where men gained world-wide reputations 
by their prowess in the prizo ring. 

" Dooley is coming over here soon, but [ 
predict that Dcmpsey and several other 
American middlcweights will whip him.

TWO LITTLE ARMIES. 



News from the Seat of War in (Juute- 
inala— The Victory of General 
Ezeta. 



Minister Mizner Shows Incapacity in 
the Peace Negotiations— Smallpox 
Among; the Unclean Soldiers. 

Chinoo, Guatemala, July 20. — The 
tight at Blue Rock proves to have been 
more serious than reported. It seems 
that some 2,000 Guatemalan troops came 
to the assistance of rebellious Salvador 
troops, and the regular troops of General 
Ezeta drove them back and scattered 
them, capturing eight pieces of ur.illory. 
The defeated troops retired to Jutrap, 
their ammunition being exhausted. 
Pickets of the Guatemalan troops wore 
fired upon at Contepequo, about sixteen 
miles from here, this morning. 

Although war has not yet been de- 
clared, a big tight is expected daily, as 
this is the only point where Ezeta and his 
army can enter Guatemala. There are 
5,050 troops here, 1,040 men nt Conte- 
pequo and .'J,000 scattered along tho fron- 
tier east of here. 

The force here is in command of Gen- 
eral Cuyotane, and Captain B. Emil, a 
French artillery engineer, is second in 
command. There are 24 pieces of artil- 
lery here, which were brought over 130 
miles of mountain road by Captain Emil. 
Me had to use 450 mules, besides oxen, to 
got the guns over one hill. The troops 
are in good condition and well armed. 
Work on the trenches is being pushed 
rapidly. 

City ok Mexico, Aug. 14.— Smallpox 
is causing many deaths in the Guatemalan 
army on the Salvndoriun frontier. 

It appears difficult to arrange a peace 
between Guatemala and San Salvador, as 
Mizner, American minister to Guatemala, 
will not act in accord with t'.j rest of the 
diplomatic corps. 

La LibebtaI), Aug. 14.— Operations on 
the frontier have been suspended, pend- 
ing mediation with Nicaragua and Costa 
Pica. No agreement lias been arrived 
at as yet, and the prospect is still gloomy. 

The American minister and tho com- 
manding officer of tiie Thetis received an 
enthusiastic welcome at San Salvador, and 
a banquet was given in their honor by 
President Ezeta. They have departed 
for Acajutla, where the Thetis awaits 
them, en route for San Jose do Guate- 
mala. A confidential agent and secre- 
tary of the Nicaragua and Costa Rica le- 
gations accompanied them, and will make 
proposals to the Guatemalan government 
looking to the restoration of peace.

SAUL AMONG THE PROP EETS. 

Wonders will never cease. Tho Times, 
which never loses an opportunity to tra- 
duce and misrepresent those who have 
. incurred its enmity, and which is not 
civilized enough to call its opponents by 
their right names, undertakes to lecturo 
The Colonist on the proprieties of news- 
paper controversy. This is Saul among 
the prophets with a vengeance. We trust 
that hereafter our contemporary will begin 
to practice thodeceneies and the molalities 
of journalism. Since it has turned preach- 
er it must for very shame's sake appear at 
least to have turned from its evil ways. 
Even this will be an improvement. 

But there are indications in tho article 
before us which show that our contem- 
porary has not experienced a complete 
change of heart. Envy, hatred, malice 
and all unoharitableness are discernible in 
its opening remarks, and it is quite pos- 
sible to keep much nearer the truth than 
it does in tho body of the article. How- 
ever, we will hope for the best, and will 
heartily rejoice if, in the future, it prac- 
tices what it preaches. 

Our contemporary makes Mr. Robins' 
reply to our article the text of its sermon. 
Mr. Robins may thank his friend and ad- 
mirer, the Times, for bringing into prom- 
ince tho very peculiar position he occu- 
pies with respuct to his competitor in 
business in Wellington. Wo took no no- 
tice of what he said when he was inter- 
viewed by tho Times reporter until his 
testimony was paraded in the editorial 
columns of our contemporary for what 
purpose it is not at all difficult to discern. 

We repeat that we published Mr. Rob- 
ins' letter with pleasure. Wo were 
pleased that he gave us the opportunity 
of once more directing attention to the 
attitude he assumed towards the miners 
on s^ike and towards iiis business com- 
petitors. If Mr. Robins' is satisfied with 
his latest effort at letter writing we are 
glad to find that lie is so easily ph ased. 
For our part we feel about it pretty 
much as the big miner said he did when 
his companions reproached him tor 
allowing his little bit of a w ife to pummel 
him. " It amooses she," said tho good 
naturod fellow, "and it don't hurt 1.'' 



the general election. 

The Opposition newspapers in the Wast 
are much exercised about the rumors 
that have been raised respecting the 
general election. A French newspaper 
undertook to predict that tho contest 
would come on in October or November. 
It had no grounds for its prediction, but, 
its rash guess litis been taken for gospel 
by stiino of tho newspapers, the Toronto 
Mail among others. This paper, on no 
firmer foundation than the audacious 
French journalist's surmise, constructs a 
thoory according to which the elections 
may come off almost immediately. 
Nothing can be more shadowy than this 
structure, tho materials of which have 
been created by somo ingenious journal- 
ist's imagination, yot unsubstantial as it 
is it has supplied suggestions and con- 
jectures for any number of telegrams and 
able editorials. The opinion was that 
the gcnoral election will not tako placo 
until after tho census has beon taken in 
1891. When tho population of tho dif- 
ferent provinces is known thoro will bo a 
redistribution of seats. But it is quite 
compo'ont for tho Government to die- 
solve Parliament previous to the taking 
of the census, if tho welfare of tho coun- 
try requires such a measure, This the 
guesaorB say is what is going to bo done, 
not that tho interests of the Dominion 



require a new' olection, but, as they inter- 
pret the signs of tho limes, tho present 
moment is a favorable ono for tho party 
in power to appeal to the country. Those 
signs aro as imaginary ua the rest of the 
data on which the theorists' calculations 
are based. The short and the 
long of tho matter is, the Op- 
position have not the most remote 
idea of what tho intentions of the govern- 
ment aro, but wishing to stimulate the 
zeal of their party they have raised the 
election report for that purp so. Tho 
last sentences of tho Mail's urticlo show 
clearly why tho predictions have been 
mado. They are these : 

•' Tho situation calls for action on the 
part of tho Old Liberals and the Equal- 
Righters. Neither party gives encourage- 
ment to the principles of theao advocates 
of fair play. Both can, therofore, unite 
to uphold tho hand of Mr. McCarthy, 
who as we are now assured on the authori- 
ty of an opponent " has no Tory purpose 
to servo. " 

This is a fitting end for an editorial 
composed of rumor and conjectures and 
baseless hypotheses. An alliance of Old 
Liberals and Equal Rights men to sup- 
port Mr. Dalton McCart hy is as unlikely 
a combination as the most hair-brained 
enthusiast ever imagined. If a general 
election does not take place until men .so 
diverse in their views and their principles 
unite to oppose Sir John McDonald's 
government, it is safe to calculate that 
tho present parliament will live out its 
days in peace and security and die at last 
of sheer old ago. 

DISAPPOINTMENT. 

The rush that was made to Oklahoma 
must be fresh in the memory of many of 
our readers. When that district was 
lened for settlement it was described as 
i earthly paradise, and men, women 
and children flocked from all parts of the 
Republic to take possession of the de- 
lightful land on the (lay when tho law- 
declared it was open for settlement. The 
newspapers were lilled with accounts of 
the devices that were resorted to by tho 
land hungry crowd to be first r,n the 
ground. The racing and chasing that 
were seen on the plains of Oklahoma on 
that day have become historical. 

Have the dreams of the eager pilgrims 
been realized, has the country turned out 
to be a veritable Land of Promise? are 
enquiries which tho intelligent reader 
will naturally make. The answer comes 
along tho wires: Telegrams from Okla- 
homa tell a tale of dreadful heart-crush- 
ing disappointment. The country has 
not been able to sustain the crowds 
that come to it so full of hope. We aro 
told that tho people of Oklahoma terri- 
tory aro preparing to appeal to Con- 
gress for relief from the famine 
and destitution that have been developed 
The country has not produced sufficient 
food to keep the settloi s from starvation. 
Settlers have been in the district for 
nearly two years without being able to 
raise anything to live oil, Numbers of 
thorn did not bring into tho territory 
enough to support them for even one 
year. This year's crop came to nothing 
on account of the drought that prevailed. 
The vegetation of the whole country is 
burned up. There is not enough on the 
land to keep even the cattle and horses 
alive. The poor people have come to the 
end of their resources. They have noth- 
ing to live on, and they have no money 
to take them out of tho famine-stricken 
country. Whole families, it is said, aro 
on the verge of starvation. Nothing re- 
mains for them but to appeal to the char- 
ity of their fellow-citizens and to the 
bounty of Congress. This is tho miser- 
able condition to which thousands who 
left comfortable homes in the ens'-, to live 
in ease and luxury in the much advertised 
and greatly praised territory of Oklahoma 
are reduced. 



Pacific Ocean us lay north of a lino 
drawn from the 51st degree on tho 
American continent to the 40th degroo on 
the Asiatic side. Tho ocean on this line 
is nearly 1,000 miles wider than 'ho 
Atlantic is botweon Now York 
and Spain. Ho also laid claim 
to tho Aleutian and Kurilo islands, 
and prohibited all nations from navigat- 
ing or hailing in the islands, ports and 
gulfs within tho above limits, nor were 
they to come w ithin 100 miles of any of 
the Russian establishments on pain of 
confiscating their cargo. Russia based 
her claim to this part of North America 
on first discovery, first occupation and a 
peaceablu and uncontested possession ex- 
tending over half a century. John Quincy 
Adams was then secretary of stato for the 
United States. He denied that Russia 
had acquired any right south of the 55th 
degree of north latitude, and he ridiculed 
the pretension to 'ho sovereignty of a 
sea which upon its southern margin was 
more than 4,000 miles wide. Tho con- 
tention of Mr. Adams on this point is 
clear and explicit. He says tho sugges- 
tion that the Russian Government might 
justly exercise sovereignty over the 
Northern Pacific Ocean as mare clausttm 
because it claimed territories beth on tho 
Asiatic and American coasts of that 
ocean, though on tho 51st parallel they 
wore not less than four miles apart, was a 
pretension of such a character that he 
was persuaded the commerce of American 
citizens would remain unmolested and no 
effect would bo given to a prohibition 
manifestly incompatible with their rights. 
Shortly after a treaty or convention was 
concluded between the United States and 
Russia, in which the contracting parties 
mutually agreed :— 

That in any part of the great ocean com- 
monly called the Pacific Ocean or South Sea 
tho rospectivo citizens or subjects of tho high 
com ractinj; parlies shall he neither disturbed 
nor restrained either in nuvigution or Aching, 

President Munroe in writing to Mr. 
Madison shortly after in reference to 
this convention says : 

By t his convention tho claim of maroclauBum 

is K'ivcn u| England will, of 

course, have a similar stipulation in favour of 
the froo navigation of the Pacific, but we shall 
have the credit of having laken the lead in I his 
affair. 

You will observe that President Mun- 
roe does not say that Russia's claim to 
tho sovereignty of the North Paciiic is 
left in abeyance, but that " it is givm 
up." And the United States Govern- 
ment at the time declared among other 
things this :— 

Tliut by entering into this treaty with 
Russia, they did not surrender their rights 
under the luw of nations. 

No amount of casuistry can explain 
away tho contentions of the American 
Government. The broad principle for 
which Mr. Adams contended is clearly ex- 
pressed. It is free from all ambiguity, 
and is not restricted by his allusion to 
another subject— the right to trade with 
the Indians upon the coast." 

Hero we find both history and the law 
of nations, as interpreted by the best 
American authorities, show thai the 
American claim is unfounded. Indeed, 
tho more this claim is examined the more 
untenable it appears. It would be hard 
to find in the whole range of history a 
claim which had less to support it than 
this of the United States to exclusive 
jurisdiction over a large part of the Paci- 
fic Ocean. The best thing that (he 
Americans can do is to give up the at- 
tempt to support their demand by argu- 
ment and to say boldly, "We want to 
havo this part of the ocean for our own. 
We are strong enough to make it part of 
the territory of tho United States, and 
we are bound to do so; consequently, 
there is no use in having any more pal- 
aver about it." This would bo tho lan- 
guage of a highway man or a pirate, but 
there would he no sophistry about it. 
Every ono could understand exactly what 
it meant. And it would really amount 
to nothing more than is hidden under 
the mountain of words of which the 
American state papers on the question 
are composed.

A CANADIAN PUBLICISTS OPIN- 
ION. 



The !1 on. David Mills, in a speech 
which ho delivered at Dresden, Out. , on 
the first day of the present month, dis- 
cussed the Behring's Sua question with 
great force and clearness. Mr. Mills is 
a painstaking student, and ja perhaps as 
good an authority on questions in any 
way connected with the history uf the 
Dominion us is to bu found in Canada. 
Like every capable man, who lias not a 
purpose to servo by misstating the uaso 
and making false deductions from the 
premises, he comes to conclusions fuvor- 
ablo to tho contention ot' liritish diplo- 
matists. II o shows that there is no valid 
reason for deciding that the northern end 
of the l'acitic Ocean is a closed sea. This 
is Mr. Mills' statement of thu case : 

'' Lot me invite your attention to the 
history of the question. The shores of 
Alaska were discovered by (Jupt. Bearing 
in 1741. He was a Dano, but sailed in 
service of tho Czar. Russian navigators 
from time to time carried on tho explora- 
tory surveys, but more than forty years 
elapsed beforo they had properly deliiied 
and mapped these coasts. In 17!)!l the 
country was placed by . hu C'xar under the 
control of ti fur company in imitation of 
tho Northwest Fur Company of Can- 
ada. In the meantime English and 
American traders and fishermen hud 
visited thoso shores. The better to pro- 
tect the Russian company from these 
rivals, tho Czar in 18'J1 issued a ukaso, 
in which ho claimed thu sovereignty of 
the northwest const of this continent 
from Behring's Straits to tha Slab degree 
of nurtli latitude and so much of tilt) 



The changes to be made iu the repre- 
sentation of the different provinces of tho 
Dominion after the decennial census are 
provided for by tho constitu ion of the 
Dominion. The province of Quebec has 
been taken as tho basis of representation. 
She is to have sixty-live members in the 
House of Commons, no matter what her 
population may be. The census being 
taken, sub-section •_' of section 51 of the 
British North America Act provides that : 
'•There shall be assigned to each of the 
other provinces such a dumber of mem- 
ber;! as will liear tho same proportion to 
the number of its population (ascertained 
at such census) as the number sixty-live 
bears to the number of the population of 
Quebec (so ascertained)." 

At tho readjustment the representa- 
tion of none of the provinces shall be re- 
duced unless its population shull have 
diminished since the taking of the pre- 
vious census "by one-twentieth part or 
upwards." According to this there can 
be no increase in the representation of 
any of tho smaller provinces until their 
population warrants their being repre- 
sented in the same ratio as tho province 
of Quebec.

of packing in the casks. It is the Mi. 
chief's cargo of skins which are being got- 
ten ready for shipment. Mr. Morris Moss, 
who for many years has represented the 
house id H. Liebes & Co., of San Francisco, 
purchased nearly the entire shipment, and 
in dniug so transacted a deal of considerable 
magnitude on behalf of the Liebes house. 
When the task of packing has been com- 
pleted, there will lie L'OO casks, or seven car 
loads, value $160,000 or thereabouts. This 
is the largest shipment that has ever been 
made in Victoria at one time ; and another 
feature that commends itself to buyers is 
that the transaction was cash down. 

The process of packiug is nil interesting 
one. The skins are sorted out in sizes, and 
rolled up in bundles of two, with a layer of 
salt between. These bundles are packed in 
strong casks, each layer being thoroughly 
salted before another is placed upon it. A 
cask will hold from fifty to eighty skins 
according to size, but sometimes a cask will 
bald only twenty skins ; each cask weighs 
about 7")0 pounds, tho packing being done 
at the rate of a car load a day. 

Speaking of the quality of these skins, 
Mr. Liebes remarked that Mr. .Moss proved 
himself a judge of what was good in seal 
skins when he made this purchase. The 
quality is of the best; Mr. Liebes says; 
could not be better. He has gone through 
them himself, and being an expert, in 
handling skins, he is able to testify to tho 
quality of those in question. He, as a mem- 
ber of his house, is more than well-pleased 
with the purchase. 

The casks will be shipped from here 
about next Thursday over the Canadian 
Pacific to Montreal and thence by one of the 
Atlantic liners to London, where Liebes & 
Co. '8 representative house will take charge 
of and put the skins through the customary 
processes of dying and dressing. It is more 
than likely that the Canadian Pacific will 
give a special train for this shipment. 

A certain number of the skins have been 
specially assorted, and will he dressed for 
Messrs. Liebes wholesalo and retail home 
trade. 

A word regarding the history of a house 
making such a big transaction for cash may 
not be inappropriate. The firm is known 
all over the commercial world from San 
Francisco to London, and has always 
carried an honorable name. They have 
been located in the city of the Gol- 
den Gates for a quarter of a cen- 
tury, and are new about to move into 
palatial premises, known as tho Irving Hall 
building.

Two weeks of the midsummer trotting 
tournament have passed, and already a num- 
ber of new stars have been discovered by 
their achievements in harness. The season, 
which began early, has brought out more 
fast performers than ever, and the Bower of 
the Spring circuit has been selected foi- the 
more stirring events and richer prizes that 
are to be had just now. Of those that came 
into prominence in the Fast this year, the 
young stallion Pamlico showed, the best 
form, his success in the stake raec at Phila- 
delphia, where he trotted in 2:174 and did 
a fifth heath within a quarter of a second of 
that time, stamps him as a wonderful live- 
year-old. More than one good judge con- 
siders that Pamlico is the best stallion out 
this year, and if any ambitious owner wants 
to measure swords with him, several turf- 
men stand ready to put up a considerable 
sum. Axlell and Palo Alto are. of course, 
barred, though Pamlico would not be en- 
tirely out of a race in which these extraor- 
dinarily fast stallions might participate, as 
he has shown his ability to keep'repeatiug 
the miles below the twenties. The curious 
part of it is that Pamlico was not of much 
account last season, chiefly because he was so 
unsteady, and it was not until well along in 
October that he managed to get into the 
"thirty list," and retired with a record of 
2.28J, made at Philadelphia. This year he 
began the campaign at Dundee park, Paler- 
son, N. J., where he has been in training, 
and has had a race about every week since 
then.

Palms and Orange Trees aa Thoy I.odfccd 
at tliu Time. 

Writing from Bordighera at tho opening 
of tho present mouth a correspondent of the 
London Daily Telegraph Bays:— "The beauti- 
ful Riviera has thin day com!' out in a now 
toilot. In the morning hours dark masses of 
slate-colored clouds rolled over tho Mediter- 
ranean, then clustered on the Alpos Mart- 
times, and wore soeu blowing out o£ tho val- 
leys between this place and Ventimiglia like 
stream out of monstrous funnels. A wo ndor- 
ful play of color on tho sea testified to the 
variations of clouds and azure sky above. 
Never in tlio memory of the traditional 'old- 
eat inhabitant' had such an Icy blast swept over 
olive-spread Marina, nor stirred the leaves of 
the palms to the piping of Boreas. A t -I p. in. 
a snow storm sot in, winch changed the fair 
tropical plants of gardens and orchards into 
tho products of an Alpine fairyland. Do- 
uceudinj; tho stops of the hotel, the eye lighted 
on groups of olives, tho foliage of which was 
transfigured by tho snow into pouquets of 
delicate snow tracery, light as feathers mi i 
dainty us plumed birds of paradise- Grace- 
ful palms, outlined in snow, looked far 
more bountiful in such an. uncommon robo 
than in their usual green. Oranges and lent- 
ous bung from snow-laden boughs. Robust 
shrubby loquats, piquant eucalypti, and 
acacias seemed to havo now life and char- 
acter. White rose, and yellow tinted villa; 
Boomed delicate boauties with powered hair.

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THINGS WORTH JEMEMBERIN 3. 

Trees Planted l>y Artillery— Bits of Informa- 
tion. 

The Duke of Atholo consulted my father n» 
to the improvements which ho desired to 
make in his woodland scouory near Dunkold, 
The duke was desirous that n rocky era;; called 
Crnigybarns, should be planted with troeH to 
relievo the grim barrenness of its appearance. 
But It was impossible for any man to climb 
the crag in order to set seeds or plants In the 
clefts of the rocks. A happy idea struck my 
father. Having observed in front of the 
castlo a pair of small cannon used for liring 
balutes it occurred to him to turn them to ac- 
count. His object was to deposit tho seeds of 
the various trees amongst the soi I in the clefts 
of tho crags. A tinsmith in tho village was 
ordored to make a number of canisters with 
covers. Tho canisters were filled with all 
sorts of suitablo tree-seeds. A cannon wot 
loaded, and the canisters were fired up against 
the high face of the rock. They burst and 
scattered the seed in all directions. Some 
years after, when my father revisited the 
place, he was delighted to Bnd that his scheme 
of planting by artillery hail proved complete- 
ly successful, for the trees were flourishing 
luxuriantly in all the recesses of tho cliff.— 
James Nnsuiyth's Autobiography. 

To Remove Spots from Books. 
Grease-spots, if old, may be removed from 
books by apply a solution of varying strength 
of caustic potash upon the back of tho leaf. 
The printing, which looks somewhat faded 
after tho removal of the spot, may bo fresh- 
ened by the application of a mixture of one 
part of muriati acid and twenty-live parts 
of water. In a ease of fresh grease-spots, 
carbonate of potash (one part to thirty parts 
water), chloroform, ether or benzine renders 
good service. Wax disappears if, after sat- 
urating with benzine or turpentine, it is cov- 
ered with folded blotting-paper and a hot 
flat-iron put upon it. Farafflne is removed 
by boiling water or hot spirits. Ink-spots or 
rust yield to oxalic neid in combination with 
hot water; chloride of gold or silver spots to 
a weak solution of corrosive sublimate or 
cyanide of potassium. Sealing- wa- is dis- 
solved by hot spirits and then rubbed off with 
ossa sepiic. 

Bloodhounds to Locate Demi Bodies. 

There have been so many lives lost by fall- 
ing of walls in this country during the past 
few months that firemen have been exercising 
their ingenuity in devising a method of dis- 
covering the whereabouts of the victim with- 
out loss of time. It is stated that in Paris 
bloodhounds are used fortius purpose. Tho 
animal's feet are protected from injury by a 
mixture of soot, vinegar and borax, the latter 
being the principal ingredient, and thus he is 
able to pursue his search in safety among hot 
ashes. The utilization of the services of a 
dog gives one a new idea of his value, and the 
fact that a bloodhound, instead of being 
employed to track living human beings, id 
used to discover the remains of dead one% is 
suggestive of the progress the world has made 
in humanity. — Commercial Advertiser.
